Fired at Top Speed, Gunners 


Working Like Automatons 


Along Somme 


LATE ATTACK DESCRIBED 


Fifty Thousand Shells Fired 


In An Hour Within Sight 
of Correspondent — Even 
the Wounded Soldiers 
Hobble Back From Frpnt 
Gleefuf Over Success of 
the Great Drive 
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British Front in France, Sept. 25, 


via London, Sept. 26.7—This has been 
another great aay for the 
Anglo- 


French forces on the Somme. As a 
spectacle for the observer it was the 
mopt splendid of all the attacks made 
by the allied force since the 
com- 


mencement of the great offensive. 
,Wh»t either army was trying to do 
and "how they were doing it, the po- 
sition they hold and sought to con- 
quer in the team play of the blue 
French legions and the khaki-clad 
brigades <5f British were comprehen- 
sible to the eye in the glorious au- 
tumn sunlight for a sweep of ten 
miles. The scene had the intoxica- 
iion of _war's grandeur—if war can 
be said to have any grandeur. 


Tonight- the British have 
taken 


half of Morval, all of Lesboeuf and 
haVe advanced their line on a front 
of 8,000 yards for an average depth 
of 1,000 yards; the 
French 
have 


stormed Rancourt and have pushed 
their line to the outskirts of the lit- 
tle village of Fregicourt, a mile east 
and a little north of Combles. The 
German stronghold of Cobles is vir- 
tually -isolated. 


The correspondent of The Associ- 


ated Press went forward yesterday 
over the ridge in the Devil's Wood 
and Ginchy region which the Brit- 
ish had fought for for 
over 
two 


months to gain. 
He followed 
for 


two miles through an area which re- 
verberated to the lasts nf the great 
guns, picking his way between the 
bursts of flame from the crashing 
batteries and moving around 
the 


rows of cannon as one who seeks a 
ford In a stream. On the other side 
of the ridge he saw guns where he 
had never seen them before—on the 
promised land of the lower levels 
4vhfch- the British had won by per- 
Blstent Siege work. 
The guns were 


close up to the British infantry, who 
listened to their thunderous chorus 
a" they prepared for the charge in 
today's attack- "The usual artillery 
preparation," said an artillery offi- 
cer." "In his return the correspondent 
dgcided that Tie would pass through 
the wilderness of British gans of all 
sizes and calibre while he had any 
hearing left.^ F.\ ery one of them was 
firing at top speed. He chose a gal- 
lery which took him past maEy bat- 
teries which for two

were 


pouring out their share of the rag- 
ing tempest of gunfire. 
From the 


ruins of some sold German trenches 
whence the battle panorama stretch- 
ed before him, the correspondent had 
a near view of the French gunners

chanical precision of automatons. 


Shortly after noon was the time

Its elimination, however' seemed im- 
minent alter yesterday's combined 
thrust by the Franco-British 
forces 


which carried them to S^orval, on 
the one side, and Fregicourt on the 
other, leaving as a line of retreat tor, 
the Germans only a roadless ^ap a 
mile Sind a half in length, swept by 
the allies' guns. 


Bombs dropped in last night's Zep- 


pelin air raid on England carried 
out by some half dozen of these Ger- 
man aircraft, caused the cl-ath of 
29 persons, it was officially announc- 
ed in London today. 


While theg reat battle on the Som- 


me front was at its height the Ger- 
mans last night attacked the French 
lines at \erdun driving in between 
the Thiamount work and Fieury east 
of the Meuse. Paris today announc- 
*ed that the French guns were effec- 
tive in checking the German assaults. 


Berlin admits an entente advance 


on the Somme front along the line 
from Gueudecourt to Boucha\esnes, 
a distance of 6 1-? miles. This line 
includes the €ombles 
sector. 
The 


entente allies extended the entire dis- 
tance from the Ancre on the norther- 
ly end of the front to the 
Somme, 


but was repulsed elsewhere the state- 
ment declares. 


On the eastern front in the Carpa- 


thians the Berlin report concedes the 
success of the Rumanians in forcing 
their way into the Szurduk and Vul- 
can passes, the Rumanians having 
occupied the heights on both sides of 
the passes an dthe Germans with- 
drawing their troops after having re- 
pulsed all attacks. 
In Galicia the Russians undertook 


a violent offensive 
near 
JManajow. 


having met with heavy 
loss 
and 


failed in their object 
according to 


the German war office. 
Attacks in 


the Loidova sector also were repuls- 
ed.In Macedonia the Bulgarians are 
violently attacking in efforts to stop 
the entente advance along the west- 
erly side of the front 
These 
as- 


saults were delivered to the easf of 
Fiorina and were 
stopped by the 


French, according to Paris, which 
reports also a successful attack by 
the French ard Russians west of 
Fiorina. In the \?ardar and Struma 
regions the artillery continues active, 
the Bulgarians being compelled to 
move one of their camps from Karas- 
ka as the result of a bombardment of 
that town.

Vastnesa of the Grand Canyon. 


Few persons can realize on a first 


view of the Grand canyon that It Is 
more- than a mile deep and from eight 
to ten miles wide. The cliffs descend- 
ing to its depths form a succession of 
huge steps, each 300 to 500 feet high, 
•with steep, rocky slopes between. The 
cliffs are the edges of hard beds of 
limestone or "sandstone; the Interven- 
ing slopes mark the outcrops of softer 
beds. This series of beds is more than 
3,000 feet thick, and the beds lie nearly 
horizontal. Far down in the canyon is 
a broad, shelf, caused by the hard sand- 
stone at the base of this series, deeply 
trenched .by a narrow inner canyon 
cut a thousand feet or more into the 
underlying "granite." The rocks vary 
in color from white and buff to red 
and pale green. They present a marvel- 
ous variety of picturesque forms, most- 
ly on a-titanic scale, fashioned mainly 
by erosion by running water, the agent 
which has excavated the canyon.— 
United States Geological Survey.

He 
said: "The Bible speaks more 'fre- 
quently against this kind of idola- 
try than any other, and the last days 
before the Lord comes will see more 
people engaged in 
worshiping the 


sun than ever 
before 
in 
history. 


Keeping Sunday, which is no more 
nor less than a 'day anciently ded- 
icated to the sun or its 
worship,' 


according to Webster, is 
the 
last 


form of sun worship that will flour- 
ish before the Lord comes to put an 
end to all sin and idolatry. 


"In different nations and in differ- 


et periods of history," he declared, 
"the gods which 
represented 
the 


sun and which the people worshiped, 
were 
given 
diflerent 
names. 
In 


history, the sun was worshiped un- 
der the name of 'Ra' and 'Osiris'; 
in the land of Canaan, under the 
names of 'Baal/ '.Melkarth.' 'Adoni,' 
'Shamis.' 'Moloch,' and many oth- 
ers; in Syria it was 'Tammuz,' 
and 


'Elagabalus'; in Moab, 'Baal 
Peor. 


and 'Chemosh'; in Babylon it was 
'Bel' and 'Shamie': in Medo Persia 
aud India, 'Ornruz' and 'Mithra': in 
Greece and Rome under the names 
of 
'Adonis,' 
'Apollo',' 
'Bacohus,' 


'Hercules,' etc. 


"Connected 
with 
sun 
worship, 


which is but nature worship, and an 
adoration of the principle of repro- 
duction in ature, animate and inani- 
mate, a worship 
of the 
creature 


rather than 
the 
Creator (Rom. 


1:25) there have always been the 
most degrading and debauching cus- 
toms—a giving 
full 
rein to every 


thing iu the depraved nature of sin- 
tul beings. For this reason God has 
set forth in the Bible that sun wor- 
ship is at the head of all sins which 
men may commit, except perhaps the 
unpardonable sin. 


"Sun worship, according to 
the 


laws governing ancient 
Israel, was 


punishable by death, 
set forth in 


these words, 'If 
there be found 


among you man or woman 
that hath gone and served 
other 


gods and worshiped them, either the 
sun or the moon, or any of the host 
ot 
heaven, 
-,.-- . . 
thou 
Shalt 


bring forth that man or that woman 
. . . and shalt stone them 
with 


stones till they die.' 


"The worship of the golden calf 


at Sinai was simply an indulgence 
in those sun worship orgies 
which 


the people had brot with them from 
Egypt. 
Likewise the lapse of 
the 


nation into idolatry in the days of 
Jeroboam when the golden 
calves 


were set up in Dan and Bethel. Bur- 
ins all these times a 
faithful 
ob- 


servance of the Sabbath of the Lord, 
which was the memorial of creation 
and the true God. was equivalent to 
a denial of sun worship. 


"The Lord says, 
'Behold I 
will 


send you Elijah the prophet before 
the coming of the great and dread- 
ful day of the Lord.' In the last days 
of earth's history the professed peo- 
ple of God will be found worshiping 
thegsun in the form of the first day 
of the week or Sun-day. This insti- 
tution will ultimately be forced up- 
on all by world wide Sunday laws- 
Sunday is a day dedicated to the 
sun.

"The knowledge of the holy law 


of God and a call to return to the 
primitive worship of the true God 
by means of observing the Sabbath 
of Jehovah in contradiction of 
the 


Sun-day idolatry, will be the founda- 
tion of God's

This message will be followed, as 
was that of John's, by the coming of 
Christ to destroy all sin from off 
the face of the earth.
